According to D1, the above system induce the reality by adding aromatic information in the 
multimedia system and equipping an aroma generator with the aroma information.

However, 01 does not suggest the idea of multiplexing the actual-feeling multimedia data and 
creating packets having such data.Accordingly the subject matter of claims 1-15 seems to be 
novel (Article 33(2) PCT). 



2. Inventive step 

The said difference between D1 and the subject-matter of claims 1-15 does not seem to be 
obvious. Thus claims 1-15 also involve an inventive step and meet the requirement of Art.
